FORBIGN TROOPS. 

Lord Forxesrone complained ‘of the great Increase of 
Foreign Troops in this country,—from five to thirty thousand, 
But such troops were nat only now employéd in such large bodies 
—they were actually enlisted into British battalions, and pri- 
soners were also employed,—a practice which no Act of Par- 
liament authorised, 

Lord PALwERSTONE said, that it had been deemed proper 
to allow a certain number of prisoners to enter the 10th Light 
Dragoons; but they were Germans, not Frenchmen, who would 
rather serve England than France. 

Mr. Lame argued that there was a necessity for employing 
these Foreigners, and that, in the present condition of the world, 
the Act of Settlement could not be maintaiged in its strictest 
sense !

BANKERS’ EMBEZZLEMENT BILL, 

Mr, DaumMMonp rose to move for leave to bring ia a Bilt 
lo prevent Bankers and @thers from embezzling securities for 
money entrusted to their care. Withont referring to a late 
case which had marie much noise ia the country, it was well 
known that a oumber of instances had occurred within these 
few yeats of violations of trust, for which there was ne exist- 
ing punishment 3 and it became therefore necessary fer the Le- 
gislature to interfere, that the subject might have that security 
for his property to which he. was entitled. The Bill now 
proposed to be brought in could hardly be said to be an addition 
to the criminal code of the country; it was more properly an 
extension of an Act already inexistence, by which it was made 
felony for servams or clerks to embezzle or misapply the pto-

Mr. Joun Samira seconded the motion, As the law stood, 
the servant was guilty of felony; why, for a similar offence, 
was the master not to be equally punishable ? 

Mr. Morris could never consent to eatend the Criminal Code 
to cases where property could be sufficiently protected by ordi- 
nary caution, There was also a difficulty ia the case of the cone, 
nection between the different partners of a house. He should 
have less objection, huwever, to the making this offenee a mis

PARISH REGISTER BILL, 

Mr. Rose said, from the manver in which Parish Registers 
were kept at present, they were-of very little Hee, There were 
not, he believed, fifty registers in the whole country kept ia the 
manner ia whieh they anght ta be, . Even in this Metropolis, 
instead of they Register being kept in the Howe of the Clergy- 
man or the Churchwardefis, they were kept, in a very careless 
manner, by the Parish Clerk, :

How ought 
they to be alternately softened to commisération at the un- 
merited sufferings of Christ, awakened to indignation at 
the brutality of his perseeators, and warmed with admira- 
tion at his resignation !—The painter has, indeed; ‘in the 
prostration of Christ under the insupportable weight of the 
cross, the fainting of his mother, and the unhappiness of 
Mary Magdalene, depicted the two former of these circum- 
stances with some energy; ‘but it is an energy that excites 
but little emotion in the spectator familiar with Art, as it 
displays in the getteral action and chafacter little else be- 
sides the conceptions recognized in other performances.— 
The feelings, therefore, that would otherwise have been 
awakened, are dormant from being foréstalled. They de- 
fiend something new, something original, to bring them 
into play. The want of originality is here, however, pro- 
doctive only of a wegation of pleasure ; bat in the face and 
figure of Christ we are presented with what is unpleasant 
from their erroneousness, Instead of the meek and patient 
surrender to his ** hard involving fate,” which should cha- 
racterise him who “ was ied like a lamb to the slaughter,” 
there is a volgar expression of pain and fretfulness,—an 
expression unbecoming even in a common man who is con- 
scious of suffering innocently for the sake of truth.
